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AUSTRALIAN ARMY REFORM. 


————_@—— --— 
(Daily Press, March 2nd. 
Australia advances. We have heard 
recently of the Colony’s naval enterprise, 
and the latest mail brings word of military 
reforms in the island continent, projected 
in the press, if not actually mooted by the 
legislators. Tbe hitherto existing Defence 
| Act practically upset in Australia the 
| principle which stands in the way of compul- 
sory training in the Mother Country, 
although it did not provide for the training 
of a single unit. According to a Sydney 
writer, it “specified in cold blood the 
different drafts in which the manhood 
of the country—absolutely untrained— 
would be rushed to tlie front.” Now 
it appears it is to give place to a system 
i entirely recast. Details are still to come, 
but from the published comments it is 
possible to glean a conception of some of the 
ideas that confront those who are leading 
the van of the rew Imperialistic (or 
national’) movement iu the Colony. Oue 
dea that might have been expecte! from a 
community so imbued with the democratic 
spirit promises an army modclled on a 
mixture of primitive American and late 
Boer simplicity. ‘All the tinsel and music 
and ceremony of the military life will be 
atripped away—the bright uniforms, the 
| bands, the ceremonial of saluting.” We 
concur with the view of the “ Lone Hand” 
that this would be “hardly wise.” No 
doubt in some armies too much attention 
has been paid to technique, and the science 
of manslaughter could have been developed 
without so much devotion to ‘ goose step” 
\ marching and pipeclay ‘coh It is im- 
portant to recognise, howcver, that the 
democratic ideal, beautiful as it appears in 
the eyes bent on the sacred liberty of the 
individual, cannot be fitted anywhere into 
the organization of a properly disciplined 
and effective fighting force. A consistent 
democrat cannot be a good soldier, any more 
than a consistently selfish person can be a 
good Christian. Old-fashioued military 
traditions on which time and money is atill 
wasted could probably be pruned with 
advantage, but the reformers should go 
very deliberately and cautiously to work 
in this direction. No coldly democratic 
philosophy or logical formula can ade- 
quately account for the spinal thrill that 
agitates the average man who hears his 
national anthem or some familiar military 
march played in certain circumstances ; 
and yet that thrill is a symptom of an 
emotion that inspires deeds of patriotism 
and ‘derring-do,’ and it has to be 
taken into account. Half a hundred men 
with a’ good officer, habituated by a 
long training to the unanimity or discipline 
that ensues such “ mummeries”’ as saluting, 
regimental colour bearing, and so on, will 
beat hundreds of untrained units assembled 
in a mob that follows, if it follows at all, 
some chance-chosen bell-wether of the flock, 
according as the dictates of its individual 
intelligence permit. These things are not

Probably the last place where we should 
look for a panegyric of our old friend the 
China pony would be in the Homeric tale 
of the Siege of Troy; yet there is very little 
doubt that the horses of the Thracian king 
Bhesos, whom old Homer in the tenth book 
of his Iliad describes as the “ handsomest 
and biggest'’ that he hud ever seen, wore 
really and veritably nothing else than the 
sometime despised, and to our modern eve 


century has been winning, or losing, our 
money on the racecours:s of modern China, 
Of course Homer spoke comparatively when 
he called the China pony handsome, but 
probably he was not so far out in his 
description as we might suppose. The 
horee, as we know him to-day, was in 
Homeric times of but recent introduction in 
the Mediterranean region. It was nat till 
the beginning of the “ New '’ Empire, about 
sixteen centuries B.C., 
“horse aud his chariot” naturalised io 
Egypt, the highest equine type previously

By each man wis a yoke of 
horses, and in the midst slept Horsa, his 
awilt horses tied by the reing to the ou'er 
rim of the carriage.” Tho Greeks finding 
them at their mercy dil not hesitate to 
attick the aleeping enemy, and had already 
killed twelve of them, whle Ulysses, 
eager for plunder, drove off the horses 
towards the ships. The rout, however, 
awoke the ret of the sleepers, and the 
Grecks, in their turn taken by surprise, and 
thinking discre‘ion the better policy, rushed 
for their lives back. Here thay met Nestor, 
who se-ing the ateeds, and full of admiration 
at. their beauty, thus addre-sed the band :— 
“Te'] me, most excellent Uly«ses, how in 
the nime of f-rtunea you got hold of these 
horses? They're just like the riya of the 
gun, and old a soldier ns Iam, I never yet 
daw auch lovely steeds. Suroly some of 
the gods must have sent them !’ 

As wo mentioned in our f.-riner notice the 
China pons, insignificant as he seems ia our 
time, really had his days of glory when he 
seeme] to the old Gre-ks a meet gift for the 
gods. Homer's episode recalls the fact 
that even in his days, about 800 B.C., tho 
horse, which we are accustomed to look 
upon as contemporary with mao, had not 
yet reached the Mediterrancan regions, and 
that the animal with which we are accus- 
tomed to connect the wars of the ancient 
Greeks was little more than a diminutive 
Shetland, too small in those days to be 
ridden. The other animal, whose arr-vil 
was ate velation tu the Greeks, und a model 
of all that a hore should be, was such a 
thick set, shuffling snimal as was the 
Mongol pony of fifty years ago, before the 
treachery of tha Chinese hal rendered it 
necessary (o send out the Ind'an cavalry to 
chastise the ill faith of the Taku Forts. 
But his history goes back still further t> 
the time when he wandered over the half 
frozen steppes of eastern Europe, and wad 
hunted for his flesh by the palwolithic 
sivazes who then constituted the most 
advanced of humanity. Curiously the white 
horsegs of Homer have almest ¢ isappeared, 
anid the Mongol pony of to-day, though 
still white is the dominant culour, would 
searcely answer the description of being 
whiter than snow.

experience. This spasm of conscience, this 
hint of the advisability of an occasional 
introspective investigation, is prompted by 
some obiter dicta appearing in the London 
Standard, over the initials “F. I. B." We 
have not the fainfest clue to the identity of 
the author, who mentions that he has been iu 
Chiva for thirty-une years, and we have no 
doubt that asa man of affairs in this part 
of the world he has deserved and establish- 
ed a reputation fur sapience, savvy, and 
sincerity, more flattering to his character 
than the collocation of initials over which 
he writes. We do venture to suggest, 
however, and trust that thereby we are not 
treading too heavily on some worshipful 
toes, that in our pvor opinion he asscsses 
the intelligence of the people at Home on 
too low a level, and that by his writings we 
greatly fear he must have tempted Stunde rd 
readers to return the compliment to our 
discredit. Whether our residence in China 
have been for 31 vears or less, there are 
wany of us who would shrink from letting 
our patriotic fear vf Asiatic cumpetition 
hetray us into the truly amazing con- 
clusions of “ F. I. B.” on labour questions 
as they affect the development and main- 
tenance of British commercial prestige. 
Foolishly as the British workmen scem to 
behave at times, we should not under-rate 
their intelligence, Some of them are far 
from being fools, aud what they will say of 
“BT, Bs’ solemn warnings we do not cre 
to think. Certainly we dare not print its 
probable teucur in our decent pages. Talk- 
ing of the industrious Chinese and Japanese 
workman, “I. [. 2B.” goes on to say that 
it behoves the British vorkman, if he is to hold 
his own, vot (o quarrel with an increase in the 
hours of labour, or even with I:ssened pay, 
otherwise within Jv years this and many ather 
trades will have completely passed out of our 
hands, unless Iam mistaken. It simply moins 
the survival of the fittest, longest, and hardest 
workers io the world, whoever they may prove to 
be, and of whatever nationality, who will secure 
the trade, Mark that—it may not bo tha 
Asiatic, but it must be the people who will bow 
to those cqnditious, aud no other ; and (he sooner 
Britishers recoguise that fact the bettur, aud 
then they will drop strikes, and trade uuions, 
and the absurd—too absurd—notions of the 
Socialist, which are an impossibility. 

We have been brought up and nurtured 
in the faith that Britain's national life 
deperids upon its trade, and it is as easy to 
make us shudder by pointing out any falling 
off as it was for the Fat Boy iu “ Pickwick” 
to make a certain dume’s flesh creep. The 
picture irresistibly called up in the foregoing 
quotation, however, of the British masses 
working for longer houra, working harder, 
and for less wages, in order to keep pace 
with the Asiatic labourer compels us to face 
the heretical poser, “ Would it really be 
worth while’’ Survival at such a cost 
would secm too dear; better strikes, trade 
unioniam, aye, aud even silly socialistic 
experiments. But lest this mool lead us 
into extravagance, let us listen ayain to 
«BF [. B,” and try to sympathise with 
him as be weeps. 

Having been away from England for 31 
years in Chios, I can see the future downfall 
of British trade, which I bave watehed

expenses and their incessant industry, Lot 
Britishers oot be deceived, but wake up to 
this warniog, for the man inthe street oan 
see for himself, if he honestly takes the 
{trouble to consider it, that we muat 
polish up cuc only weapons of defence, 
vig. harder work, better olass of work, 
longer hours at less pry, and the necessity of 
remembering what seems quite to have been 
lost sight of —that what is good for the employer 
is good alao for the employed, and the necersity 
of palling together to keep British trade out of 
the pitfalls that daily threaten it. 

Almost he persuadeth us to join the red 
flag of Keir Hardie and his foolhardy follow- 
ing of social iunovators. ‘The remedy is so 


plain, and so very, very, unpalatable. 
“ Longer hours at less pay,"’ and with that, 
the saving reflection, so easily lost sight of, 
that “ what is good for the employer (ie. 
‘longer hours at less pay’) is good also for 
the employed.” The obiter dicta of a 
ge.tleman who has been 31 years in China 
demaud more reverential treatment thau we 
feel able to give them. Therefore we had 
better stop right here. 


THE SOCIALISTS AND 
REGICIDE.

It is entirely satisfactory to ‘note how 
universal is the horror with which the 
regicidal crimes of Liston have been 
denounced, and while the geutler feelings of 
human nature have doubtless been outraged 
by the spectacle of the heart-stricken wife 
and mother, we are glad further to (thiuk 
that the general ex cration is ag much duc 
to an intelligent recognition ef the uscless- 
ness of such coarsely brutal methods of 
redress ug grievances. We do not attach 
much importance to the reported socislistic 
demonstrations in the Parliaments of Berlin 
and Paris, because suv far we have only 
bewspaper reports written evidently under 
stress of indignation at the apparent bad 
taste of those who failed to join in the 
expressions of public disapproval. As we 
cannot believe that tho intelligent eocialists 
of the Reichstag approve of such useless 
methods—murdering monarchs being on a 
par with resisting an incoming tide with a 
broom —though they may disapprove of 
many features vf monarchisam, we do them 
the justice of supposing that there was ea 
haps some tactless reference to themselves 
which annoyed them by suggesting sym- 
pathy on their part with crimes that they 
probably hold as much in abhorreace as 
docs the staunchest monarchist in the 
other parties. The Rev. R. J. Campsetr, 
an avowed Socialist, has shared the conmono 
error of those who assume that the cri- 
minals were necessarily political mal- 
contents. He said at the City Temple that 
“the misguided people who perpetrate 
such crimes are not the true Hiends of 
| liberty, or progress, or of the toiling masses

‘never be won by violence and blovdsbed. 
‘Such a dastardly deed excites universal 
‘ horror and detestation in a country in which 
| not very long ago the King of Portugal was 
ao bonoured guest.” And he went on to 
make the quite unnecessary aldition, “ It 
behoves us to pray for the safety of our own 


beloved Sovereigo, the foremost statesman 
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in Europe, and the greatest guarantee for 
the peace of the world. God save the King.” 
There is not the remotest likelihood that 
any but a madman would dream of attack- 
ing His Britannic Majestv, and any 
pretended Anarchist, Terrorist, or Socialist 
who wien be found planning such a crimo 
would be summarily denounced by those 
very people whom many suspect of sym- 
pathising with this form of crime. His 
Majesty and all his family owe their 
personal safety, not only to their popularity 
among their subjects, (for as at Lisbon, it 
ig usually aliens who act so madly) but also 
to the indulgent methods with which 
Englind treats and keeps in check the 
discontented creatures of the gether class. 
It is the velvet glove mothud Rat pacifies. 
The Portuguese have been brought up for 
a long timein the atrict faith of represent.- 
tive government and cuns'itutionaligm, aud 
tha mere word ‘dictatorship’ must have 
had a very ugly look fur them. Imigine 
bow Englishmen would feel in 1908 over 
methods like Senhor Franco's, and then it 
is easy to make allowances, not for the 
murderers, but for an excitable people 
mourning under a double sense of loss and 
of disgrace. [tis not improbable, and sume 
indications have in fact been uoted, that 
the criminala were not political disconteuts 
at all, but mercenaries supposed to have been 
hired by corrupt scoundrels whom the 
dictatorship was intended to dispoasess and 
suppres. Yet, according to the voluminous 
press commenti received by the last mail, 
“there was some suspicion that tha late King 
Carios had absolutist inclinations, We 
append a typical comment : 

King Carlos had come to the conclusion that 
the statesman who seemed most likely to cope 
suocessfully with the task of oarrying om the 
Kiog’s Government in Portugal was Svahor 
Franco, lately a member of the Kibeiro Cabinet, 
who had made himself conspicuous by the vigour 
with which be demanded thorouzh reform in 
every department of the State and the insagura- 
tion of a new regime of honosty and economy. 
So the Cortes were abruptly dissolved on May 
11 of last year, and no data was named for theic 
reassambling, though it has receatly bien 
anoounced that the new elections would take 
place ia April. Tha Diotator at onoa adopted 
the principle of * tee aN Hy replied to 
the violent denunciations of the puliticians by 
threatening to suppress their newspapers. 
When they contioued to attack him, be 
fulfilled his threat, and tha libarty of the 
Press ceased to exist, lle established the 
most vigorous censorship and suppressed 
public meetings. Ho has carried out his 
administrative measures with unspsring vigour, 
but the work of actual constructive reform 
does uot seem to have bagao. Ladeed, his 
enemies deride the suggestion of his bemg a 
reformer atall, and accuse him of playiog the 
traitor to the popular cause by becoming the 
willing servant of a monarch ioclioed to absolat- 
iam. ‘The Republican writers desoribe Portu- 

as ‘‘amiossture Rassie of the West,” aad 
all the politicians combine to denoance the man 
who has crushed them indiscrimioately under 
an impartial heel. On the other hand most 
forsigoers residing in Portugel express them. 
solves io terms of praise of the Fraaqaist 
Administration and s1y that the best hope of 
Portagal lies ia a period of strong and resolate 
government. I[t would se-m as though the 
King and his Minister had underrated the forces 
opposed to them, thoagh they probably con- 
sidoced that as long asthe army remained loyal 
| they had little to fear. 


Very significant was the atatemeat o'a wit- 
ness io the appeal osse now before their Lord- 
ships of the Supreme Coart. This Chiness 
said that he had last year r+ writtea the books

CHINA AND CANAD4.

It seems there areactually people, British 
people, who are unconvinced of the justice 
of China’s claim against the Canadian 
Government for compensation for the 
damages inflicted upon Chinese subjects 
during the anti-Asiatic riots at Vancouver 
last September. China is said to be claim- 
ing about £26,000, but the amount does 
not matter at present. It will be a 
question of fact; what we are now con- 


cerned with is a question of principte, of 


simple honour. We have scen comments 
indicating some amusement at China’e 
“cheek” in this connection ; the collo- 
quialism must piss because it is the only 
one that accurately fits the touae, When- 
ever in the last half century or more there 
have been disturbances in the Cbinese 
provinces, generally sumewhere near to a 
Treaty Port, and the subjects of Treaty 
Powers, including British, have suffered, 
the Chinese Government has always been 
fined for it, and bas always paid. ‘The 
argument has been that the Veking 
Government, whether it could or could not 
have prevented the disorders, was respon- 
sible. It ought to seb about making its 
administration effective throughout the 
whole Empire, and then it would not 
have to pay 89 much monetary compensa- 
tion for damages caused within its borders. 
This was quite reasonable, aud the ouly 
reagon for this recapitulation is that it ought 
in honour to be remembered when consider- 
ing the present claim against Canada. It is 
true that in the past Chinese subjects in 
foreign countries have frequeutly suffered 
without getting compensation or the active 
sympathy of their Government, ant it may 
also be true that if Japan’s claim in conuce 
tion with the Vancouver riots hud not been 
wade and adwitted, China’s might not have 
been heard of. That does not affect the 
justice of the present dowund, however. 
Previous neglect canuot be held to vitiate 
China’s present detcrmination to do its duty 
to its subjects and protect their rights. Nor 
ought we to be swayed, of course, by the 
reflection that Japan could perhaps demand 
When tbe claim 
is formally preseuted to Canada, aud its 
details passed as according with fucts, we 
take it Canada cannot reasonably hesitate 
to admit its liability. The British Imperial 
Government cannot afford to counteuauce 
any quibbling in a case of the sort.

S1g,—In some if not must accounts ofthe 
geizure of the ‘Tatsau Maru II,” it has been 
stated that the steamer was “only waiting for 
high tide, to proceed into the Port of Macao.” 
As the steamer was drawing 23 feet and the 
highest water on the bar is batween 16 and 17 
feet, she could not have entered the Port, with- 
out discharging her cargo in Chinese water. 
To do this, she would have to apply to the local 
office here, of the Chinese Imperial Maritime 
Customs, and obtain a “ Hu-chao ” (or per- 
mit) which would have b-en granted without 
any trouble or expense to theship. If that had 
been done in this case, everything would have 
been in order, and there would have ban no 
question of either her or the Portuguese autho- 
ritiesiignoriog all Treaty rights, which is now, 
evidently, the sore point with the Chinese.—

PUBLIC HEALTH AND BLILDINGS ORDINANCE 
(AMENDMENT) B LL. 

The ATTORNEY GENERAL moved the first 
reading of a Bill entitled An Ordinanco to 
am*nd the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinances, 1903, and the Pablic Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, 19U3. 

Tho Diggctor or Pubic Works seconded. 

His ExceLuEncy said,—I rise to speak toa 
Bill of s-mewhst unusual interest and 
importance, an Ordinance to amend the Public 
Health and uilding Ordinance of 1903. 
The Commission which my predecssor ap- 
pointed reported as long ago as 18th April 
last, It may seem that a somewhat unusually 
long time has elapsed sino» the Crovern- 
Meut wes iu a position to briog forward 
the present Bill; buat 1 would remind you 
that an Ordinance was pasaed in Jane 
last to deal with osrtain aspects—viz. open 
spaces, scavenging lanes, and other urgent 
matters. ‘I'be Ofiocr Administering the Govern- 
ment fouad it necessary to appoint a committee 
to report mere precisely as to recommen. 
dations which should be put forward 
in the matter of cubicles. Tho report- 
of the committee was receiv.d in August 
last. Then the question as to the rela- 
tions between the Sanitary Board aud the 
Building Authority was a ma‘ter which 
necessitated exhaustive inquiry by experts and 
the report of (hose who were appointed to deal 
with that question has only been com. 
paratively rec-ntly received by the Go- 
vernmeut. Many of the earlier reoom- 
mendations of the Commission involved 
executive aclion which did not necessitate any 
amendment of the law, and in many respects 
this exeoutive action has be2n taken, or is b-ing 
taken. The Lill incorporates a large number of 
amendments which were fouod necessary, from 
time to tima, since the Principal Ordinance was 
passed in 193, and have taken considerable 
tinle «and work. I old wish that 
my predecessor had been here to carry 
through tho legislation which the Bill inoor- 
porates. He would bave dealt with it with more 
ability, and with more fluency of speech than I 
am able to command. But [ will not yield to 
him in my endeavour to fully maiotain the 
interests of the colony and of the oommunaity, 
or in the efforts which I have ased to ‘hat end. 
I would first remind you of the history and 
constitation of the Commission whose report 
may be said to be the immediate p rg 
gause of the present legislation, Complaints 
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had been made by the unofficial members of 
the Sanitary Board and others that the 
hands of some of the subordinates of the staff 
of the Sanitary Board were not as clean as 
thoy might be, and that some bribery and 
corruption existed. The idea was conceived by 
my predecessor of appointiog the unofficial 
members of the Sanitary Board to investigate 
thosa charges, more especially becauso those 
who were accused were government officials, 
The terms of reference to the commiltes were 
expanded into an inquiry into the administra- 
{ion of the sanitary law, and Sir Matthew 
Nathaa in preceding oorrespondenoa expressly 
gaid he had no intention of modifying the law, 
and that the committee was not appointed to 
that end, Afterwards the terms of reference 
were extended lo investigate the “inconsiderate 
action of the officials” in enforcing the law 
and (o investigate certain charges of irregu- 
larity and corruption and secondly whether 
the administration of the oxisting law was 
satisfactory—not whether the law was adequate, 
whioh as I have said was expressly oxoladed. 
The investigation into the conduct cf the 
officials could, of courss, not be condacted 
without the power to compel witnesses to 
attend, and to take evidence, and therefore 
the \ ommittee became a commisasion. 1 have 
laid some stress on this point because I 
think it has been assumed that the Commission 
was a representative one with ualimited 
soope of investigation. That was not so. 
No Government official eat among its mem- 
bara to assist them; the Commission being 
entirely of members of the Sanitary Board. If 
the scope of its investigations had been unlimited 
[ think we might naturally suppose that 
a larger sphere of interest and experience 
would have been represented on the Commission 
than were represented by the able and 
public spirited and expsrienosd = gentl»men 
who formed the unofficial members of 
the Sanitary Board. I have, gentlemen, 
nothing but admiration for the way 
in which the Commission attacked the 
problems before it. For a space of nearly 
a year they gave up their private time to 
the investigation, and they brought to baar on’ 
that work great onpacity, and indastry, and 
large local knowledge. ‘hough the scope ex- 
tended beyond what was the origioal intention 
of the Government and covered the ground 
that had been covered by two previous Commis- 
sions from England, in 1892 and 1898, by 
Messrs. Obsorne and Chadwick, they never- 
the less made some very useful sugges- 
tions, some of which are embodied 
in the Bill before us; and some of 
which have already been given effect 
to by executive action. I would remind 
you that one of these Special Commissions to 
which I have alluded—the second of theomn— 
submitted a draft bill on Public Health and 
Buildings which formed the basis of our Pablic 
Health and Buildings Ordinanos of 1903, The 
report of the Commission gradually assam- 
ed the form of a severe criticism both 
of the past and present action of the 
Government. It included matters which 
had been settled by the Seoretary of State, 
but as there was no official sitting on 
the Commission who was familiar with the 
correspondgnce between the Government and 
the Seoretary of State, who might have baea able 
to correct the misspprehenssions, old controver- 
gies were awakened which had been sifted by the 
different Governors at different times, and 


the remedies which ap moet suitable 
had bees applied with the concurrence 
of the Secretary of State. Bat it is 
impo-sibls to rise from a parusal of 


the report, and the evidence which supports it, 
without feeling that the Colony owes a very 
great debt of gratitude to those public spirited 
geutlemer, who, as I have said, devoted such a 
large portion of their time to the iavestigation 
of these public questions, Uoder the ciroum- 
stances that originsted that Commission, 
which [ have desoribei, honoarable members 


will, I think, agree that it was my 
boanden = dat to very  carefall in. 
vestigate thoir various recommendatious— 
which have been made by the com- 


mittee which was rot representative of the whole 
community—before the bill was produced which 
is now before us. I bave given very carefal 
consideration and much t to the 
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report of the commi'!tee, and with some of their 
proposala, I do .not not find myself in agrec- 
ment—I speak only of some of their proposala— 
nordoI tlink that they represent the wish of 
the entire community. O£ these I will spa:k 
presently. The bil! befors you, like the report of 
the commission itself. duels with a vast amount 
of detail, into which I do not propose to enter. 
I will confine myself in my observations 
to the larger principles. Attach-d (o the 
bill is a statement of tke objects and raa- 
sons of each clause and we shall be able to 
con:ider these in committee when we 
discuss the bill clausa by clause, There is po 
clause in the bill referring > oorruption or 
bribery, which involves executive action, but no 
alteration of the law, and in no direolion did the 
committee do better service than they did in ex- 
posing ceitain malpractices. You will recollect 
thatthe government took immudiale and effec- 
tive action io regard to the disclosures made. I 
think myself the best way (o prevent sach mal- 
practices would bs the appriutment of a working 
head of the department who will be able to keap 
the subordinates under his immediate discipline 
andeontrol. That brings me to the question of 
the administrative head of the | epartment and 
the Presidency of the Sanitary Depar!ment. 
No chang: is intended, or is coutained io the 
present Bill now before us or in the general 
principle which was embodied in section 3 of 
Ordinance 23 of 1903. Expariance hag provel 
and the Commission very forcibly painted out 
that it is not: dvisable for the Principal Medical 
Officer to combine the duties of administrative 
head of the department with the many arduous 
and responsible duties he hag as Principal 
Medioal Officer, nor do I think mysa:f that it 
igs sound in principle that the exp:rt of the 
Board, whos) views may b3 set uagida on the 
fimances or policy, should himself be 
president of the Board. The [riacipal 
Civil Medical Officer sprees with this 
view but if he is to effe-tually bo relieved of 
his duties ag administrative head of the depart-

Tha legitimate sohems { ds not thiak mysalfl 
is compatible with the o uditions of this colony. 
The chief ooginesr of the Sanitary Board wou 

have to be an «fiver of eqaal standing 
with ths Director of Public Works becaase the 
Sanitary Board themselves hare not the 
technical knowledgy t> control a man of 
lesser standiog aud experience. That of course 
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would involve increased cost and it is inevitable 
that there would ba friction. [ think also that 
the Building Authority should be a Govern- 
ment department which has no bias towards 
property owners who are necessarily largely 

resented on the Sanitary Board and whose 
interests it is to serve the community as a 
whole and to carry out the wishes of tbe 
Government. Intending purchasers of land 
desire to know how they will be dealt with under 
the Ordioanoe and they would not wish their- 
proporals to be made public as they must be, if 
laid before the Sanitary Board. Similarly with 
regard to the alterations of boundaries, resump 
tiona, etc., it is not desirable that they should 
be prematurely made public. The Building 
Anthorit must know, otherwise plans would 
be passed which would interfere with designs 
with regard to roads, drains, wa(er works, eto. 
Now the Public Works Department deal every 
day with the verifying of boundaries, oo- 
venants and conditions of sale and if the 
engineering department were separated from 
the Public Works Departments building might 
be authorised that would interfere with the 
levels and alignments of these roads. I agree 
with the Commissioners that it is absolutely 
necessary that the Building Authority should 
be under one department. In order to give 
effect to this I propose to transfer the 
senior sanitary surveyor and two clerks from 
the Sanitary Department to the Public 
‘Works department, creating s junior ranitary 
surveyor with an assistant engineer who 
should be appointed by the Pablic Works. 
Two drainage inspectors will also be trans- 
ferred as officers of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and thess officers are intimately associa!ed 
with the Building Authority. The cost of the 
engineering staff proposed by the Commission 
was £3260 and to that we stall have to pay in 
addition one senior engineer. ‘The amount 
involved by (he incremental rises under the 
new scheme will cost £2790. The maximum 
will be £3345, but that maximum can never ba 
reached as it is impossible that all officers will 
be similarly drawing maximum rate. There 


will therefore be a considerable saving. 
In practice the Public Works Depart- 
ment will serve notices against preperty 


owners for certain nuisances such as deficient 
window area, absence of open space, illegal cock 
lofts, obstruction in back yards, and that chiss 
of nuisances which fall under the purview of the 
Building Authority. Notices of plans will as 
now be deposited with the Public Works 
Department showing how it is proposed to deal 
with the nuisances and other notices referring 
to sanitary questions will be issued by the 
Sanitary Hoard, as beretofore. Similar'y the 
Publio-Works Department will deal with house 
drainage which is part construction. In future 
owners will have no trouble or expense with 
regard to plans as to drainage, and it 
will not be necessary to have du; licate 
plans and there will only be need for 
cne certificate of completion. Since a'l 
structural work will bea under one depart. 
ment there will I hope be no further delays. 
The Commission also advocated an increase in 
the number of medioal offlvers of health anda 
decrease in the numbar of inspectors. Of the 
three assistant. medical «fficars of health whos 
salaries are provided in the current estimates 
one post hag been vacant now for avery long 
time and during the past year ove other has 
been on leave. The Moedicil Officer of Health 
has also for some time past been acting as 
civil veterinary surgeon, yet there has been no 
complaints of neglect of work or overstrain. 
That I daresay may be due largely to the great 
personal energy and experience of the presant 
Medical Officer of Health. In future by the 
appointment of a head of the department the 
Medical Officer of Health will be relieved of a 
great deal of corresponden-e, I see therefore no 
necessily for filling up the vacancy which exists 
and still kes for increasing the staff of medical 
officers of healih. Jt is not pcasible to substilate 
medical officers for inspectors. That class of 
man would not consent {o personally superviss 
cleansing operations, inspeol nuisanoes or 
control gangs of ooolies nor do I think in many 
cases he would be phbytically fit to do so 
nor has he the training for such work. ince 
however I do not profoso {o increase the 
staff of medical officers of health I do not 
think the recommendation of the Commission 


for the decrease of inspectors has the same 
weight. They proposed to abolish senior 
inapeotors, bese meno each supervise two 
districts with two district inspectors under 
them. The system seems to me to have been 
a good one as affording opportunities for 
promotion and introducing some elasticity. 
The Medical Officer of Health advocates it but 
since the ( ommission urged it and laid great 
stress upon it I have decided to give ita trial. 
It can be effected in {wo ways, either by increas- 
ing tbe number of districts or by relieving 
the district inspectors of some of their duties, 
sinve it is clearly impcssible that two men 
can do the duty of three men already fally 
employed. In Kowloon, thst new and pro- 
gressive arca, w3 propose to oreate a new 
dietrict as was reonmmended by the Com- 
mission, bat in Hongkong the oreation 
of new. districis would involve sach 
inextricable confusion in land certificates 
that I do not think it would be advisable 
to do so. Th: Medical Offtosr of Health 
gives it as his opinion that the number of 
districts they would have to create would be 12 
to 1880 that there would be no decrease in the 
number of inspectors required. The alternative 
is to appoint say four inspectors for special 
duties aod these additional men are also vey 
much required in order (o provide for vacaucies 
by illness or through the absence on leava of 
distriot ingpestore, ‘Jbeir pay would ba from 
£!4 to £270 per annum, iocreasing by £15 per 
annum, that is if they are fully qualified io 
Ciinese otherwise from £165 to £226. It is 
not possible to raise this rate of pay as 
otherwise subor-linates in other departments 
of similar grade would havea claim als to bare 
(heir salaries raised. It is considered enough 
agit is increased by certain allowances, ‘The 
Commissioners made no r.comimendalion with 
reference tc plague men and thes. remain as 
before. With regard to cattle depots the Com- 
missioners suggested that there shou‘d ba two 
inspectors bat the Medical Officer of Health is 
of opinion that (hree are neoresa y—oue for 
Kowloon and (wo for Kenvedytown, one for day 
and for night duty. The Commissioners pro- 
pos3 that there should be two inspectors for 
cemeteries but since the laying out of the ceme- 
teries these will now pass 'o the Public Works 
Department as part of the Building Authori'y. 
One will probably ba suffi siant. The Commission 
recommended two insprotors fo- disinfecting 
but probably one will suffice. Only one las baen 
emp'oyed aud no difflenlty Las occared ‘I'hey 
urged also that prosecuting inspectors should 
be abolished. The Medical Officer of ILealth 
opposed this on the ground that the time of the 
district inspectors would ba greatly waste! by 
hanging ebout the courts and that they woul! 
not b: able to copa with their duties. I think 
that by arrangioy special bours and = special 
days we will b+ able to satisfactorily arrange 
aod therefore prosecatiog iospactors will be 
abolished. The present stiff of inspectors is— 
for districls 18. Uo’er tha naw schem: thers 
will ba 13 for distric(s and fsur extra toxp*ctors 
for scavenging. Five plague inspect rs will 
remain, also the thre iospec'ors for d ‘pots. 
There will be one disinfecting inspestor as before 
and only the one inspector for cam-(eries, 
The three prosecuting in-pactors, the mark-t 
inspector, acd one limewastiny inspector will 
be abolished. Thas we lave abolished eight 
of theinsp-ctors as recommended by the Com. 
mission. Some of these have already reverted to 
theie duties io the police, from which rervica 
they ware temporarily takeo, Ino the matter 
of limewashing the Commission recommended 
that half yearly limewashing should be dis- 
continued aod we have now arranged that it 
should be carried out ouce a yerr only, since 
periodico cleansing is enforced and any hoases 
which are found (o be dirty may be ordered to 
he cleansed. The Commission also advieed the re- 
daction of the namber of interpreters frou 17 to 
15. We propose that only .4 should be retained. 
These chaoges of course, together with those 
I have indicated with ragard to the Bailding 
Authority, cannot be brought into operation at 
once as the engagement of men already emp'osed 
cannot be arbitrarily cancelled. Our object is 
primarily reform and not redaction, thoagh 
the siving which will acerae from the 
changes I have indicated will amount to between 
£975) and £1424). that is to say the latter 
sam is what will be sived when full effect has 
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been given to the whole of thechanges, There 
are miny other matters of detail on which the 
Commission made recommendations and which 
involve executive action and not any alteration 
of law. They have already been carried out as 
you will have seen from different sessional 
papers laid on the table of this Council, such 
for instance as the matter of ojen epaces 
In the matter of cubicleg the recommenda. 
tions of the Commission which reported on 
this matter last August have been praotioally 
adopted in to‘o with the exception of paragraph 
nine which referred to pulling down every third 
house and which was not intended to be oirried 
into jl nla forthwith but to be kept in view 
as a theory and asan idesl {o ba aimed at. Both 
for stractural and fiaancial reasons no action in 
thit direction cin be taken at the present tima — 
but the recommendations with which I agree in 
principle will b: kept in mind. At the time 
when the Committee presented their report the 
Sanitary Board had not I think realised their 
powers uncer the proviso 154 on the subject of 
cubicles, as was pointed out by the hon. 
member at the end of the table oa my 
l-ft (Mr. May). In the years 193 to 
196 the average namber of cas’s presented 
to Government for exemption or modification 
under {he Ordinance was 2.75 per annum. Since 
the date on which the Government pointed out 
the powers ot the Sanitary Board the number 
of modifications and exemptions which hava 
been reonm mended involved 4179 floors contained 
in 2247 houses. Hon. members will I thiok 
agree that the Government have recognised the 
prinusiple that cubicles are a necessity among 
the Chinese and have taken such steps as are in 
in their power by a house to house 
inspection which is now nearly completed to 
harmonise as far as possible the interegt of the 
people with the dictates of sanitation. In 
conclusion, gentlemen, I would say on 
behalf of myself and the civil servants 
who collaborated in preparing the Bill 
now before you that no ¢ffort has been spared 


' to sift tothe bottom either the recommendations 


made ty the Commissioners or those coming}from 
any outside source and to give effect in the 
fullest possible way to ea poiat which ap- 
peared to us to be for the public interest and the 
public wish. I rroognise with admiration the 
public spirit of the unofficial members of the 
Xanitary Board who devote so much time to the 
discussion of public affairs. Nothing in this 
Bill will dimin sh the large powers given them 
under the Act with the exception of the transfer 
of the building authorily t» the Public Works 
Department and that has been done in order to 
carry out the recommendation of the Commission 
and promete economy and rapidity, The 
Savitary Board will still maintain its power 
of oriticism and making known its wishes. 
The bill, as [ have said, only refers to matters 
which necessitated an alteration in the law. 
With regard to those matters which involved 
executive action the bill does not deal as alresdy 
the Government has given effect to them. 
There are some other points that are relevant 
to the discussion and I think I would be best 
filling thea wishes of (ho commanity outside 
these walls if I travelled somewhat beyond 
(he clauses of the bill ond explained. as 
fally as { am able to do, not only the legal 
action, bat the executive action which the 
Government hia taken, and is at present 
taking, or is to take, to give eff:ct to the 
recom mendations of the Commission. Generall 
speaking the main desire of the executive a 
ike Goversmect has been to introduce such 
reform into the law an! the procedare as the 
investigations of the Commission have shown to 
be necessary ; secondly to introdace euoh other 
amendments as have been shown to be reevagaarst 
since 1903, to relax wherever possible wit 
advantage tothe c mmunity too stringent clauses 
that were unduly heavy on the Chinese com- 
munity, and to encourage them by ioviting their 
co-operation ia oar campaign agaiost disease. I 
think the appointment of » working head, 
whose office wi.l be a bureau of information 
to Chinese inquirers who will work in close 
cooperation with the Registrar General, will be 
a new f.ctor, and help to smooth our workings 
with the poorer class of Chinese, while the street 
committees, the distribation of ioforma- 
tion oa simple hygiene, will tend in the 
same direction. i trust that the anofficial 
members of the Sanitary Board will not 
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relax their efforts to the same end. There 
is no doubt that our methods in the past, no 
matter how necessary, whenever an epidemic 
raged in our midst have created considerable 
misgiving in the minds of the poorer olasses. 
Land values have decreased. It is our object to 
disarm that suspicion among the uneducated 
portion of the community and to 
impress on the educated class their repons- 
ibilities, and to interest them in oooperation 
with us. Before I resume my seat I would wish 
to say one word with rgard to the work 
of the Commission. It is to express-my own 
personal deep regret, a regret which I know 
is shared by all honourable members, at the 
absence of the member who represented the 
Chamber of Commerce in this Council. As 
chairman of the Commission. working for ten 
months, he had acquired a profound know- 
ledge of these subjec's, which he had kept up- 
to-date as a conttant member of the Sanitary 
Board. Not we alone, but the whole com- 
munity, are losers by not having his assistance 
and valuable criticism in our deliberations 
on this subject (applause). 

Hon Dr. Ho Kar:—I do not propose to maka 
any remarks upon the bill now before us. It 
is not usual to discuss it at this stage. But 
asthe bill is of a very important character, 
and will make a great many alterations iu 
existing law, and especially in view of the able 
address from your Excollency I think the second 
reading of the bill sbould be pcstponed 
for at least a month or six weeks to 
enable members to thoroughly digest the bill. 
I only wish that there should be a promised 
undertaking from the Govert ment that the 
second reading of the bill will not be proceeded 
with until this day ona month, 

Hon. Mr. Wer Yux—I have great pleasure 
in seconding thal.

THE SWATOW REFORMER. 

Their Lordships heard argument on the sub- 
ject of costs in the action in which Ia Kai 
Shing, known now as the Swatow reformer, 
appealed against the judgment of the Paisano 
Judge upholding a decision of Mr. Hasaland, 
the Magistrate, in the extradition oase heard 
before him. It will be remembered that the 
Fall Court, last week, sustained the app-al and 
discharged Iu Kai Shing. Sic Henry Berkeley, 
K.C., iastracted by Mr. Otto Kong Sing, 
appeared for the appellant, and the Attornay- 
General (the Hon, Mr. Rees Davies), ins- 
{rooted by Mr. Bowley, Crown solicitor 
appoared for the Crown. 

‘I'he Attorney-General intimated at the outset 
that he thought he could save the time of the 
Court by stating that he agreed that the Court 
bad discretionary power to grant costs in such 
actions. 

Sir Henry explained that his application was 
for costs against the Superintendent of Victoria 
Gaol. There was the case of the Queen against 
Jones, which his friend had examined and now 
conceded that the court had jurisdiction io 
awarding costs, 

The Chief Justice said they should exercise 
their discretion and award costs in this case, 

The Attorney Gener.] intervened with a 
request to explain why, he was prepared to 
concede the point he had. Their Lordships had 
decided that the code of Civil Procedure applied 
in this case. 

The Chief Justice did not think tha Code of 
Civil Procedure could be substituted for the 
Judicature Act. It might be that under the 
Judicature Act criminal proceedings could be 
taken, but thay certainly could not be taken 
under the Code of Civil Procedure. 

The Alto: ney-General said he anderstood bis 
Lordship to say it was not a crimiaal trial. 

Tue Chief Justice replied that il was criminal 
proceedings. If could not say that habeas 
corpus was a civil procedure. 

Sir Henry submitted that it was

The 
cage ig a peculiar one aa the error was by the 
Magistrate, and by the Cunrt in consequence. 
Ucder the procedure which has grown up io the 
Colony weare not curprised—I certainly am not 
—that a man struggling for his liberty might 
not have put his whole esse before my learned 
brother. Cerlainly on the case, as pat before 
us, I find that the man is antitled to regain his 
libarty and that this is a oase in which the costs 
ahonls be given against the Crown. 

Mr, Justice Wise—I concur. 

Sir Henry— Before the Mazistrate as well ? 

The Chief Justice—Yea. 


KOWLOON BRITISH SCHOOL. 


The distribution of prisas at Kow!oon British 
School took place on March 4th, when, as stated 
elsewhere, Mr. E. D.C. Wolfe undertook the 
duty instead of Lady Lugard who was prevented 
by indisposition from attending, There was a 
wood aftendanoe of those interested in the pupils. 
The proceedings opened with a selection by the 
girls of the upper form, which was followed by 
military exero ss aud sioging by the children 
of the third and fourth forms, after which the 
infants went through a very preity fan drill. 

Mr. Wours said that, before reaving the sixth 
annual report on the work of the school, he 
would like {0 make a few remarke on matters 
which had occurred during the your. As 
regarded the staff, Mr. James, the headma ter 
went on leave in tbe early part of the year and 
daring his abaenoe Mrs. Maine was appointed 
in hie place. He would liketo take tbat oppor- 
tunity of expreasing his appreciation of the 
manner in which she had discharged her daly. 
There had beeo other changes, Mre. Murray had 
left the school and in her y lace Mre, Drummond 

been appointed and Mrs, Robertsou who 
had been temporaily appointed had done 
very good work. He regretted to say that 
the attendance had fallen off Last \eur the 
average atiendance was 45, which was a de- 
crease of 10 from the previous yer, but 
he was glad to say that during tha last 
two months the average altendanoa had 
risen to ita original figure of 55. The de- 
crease was accounted for by the removal of 
the garrison children, A garrison scho-] had 
been started on the «ther side, and as children 
could attend there free, it was only natural 
that they should go to that school, Auother 


cause of the decline was the outbreak of 
whooping coash last year whioh made it 
neccessary to exteod the sammer holiday. 


Proceeding, be said that he thought the system 
of having a two men‘bs’ holiday in summer 
was a good one, Last yor, for instance, the 
attendance was so small during sammer that 
it was hardly worth while opeuing the scloul. 
He did not agree with the new-pap:r asse: tion 
that the holidays in Kowloon Sohool wera 
too leng. Ia previous years there lad been 
six weeks holiday in summer and a month 
at Christmas, but be thoaght that {wo months 
in summer and ten days at Christmas would be 
a better arraugemont aa there was always an 
appreciable falling «ff in the attendance during 
summer. As regarded the work of the school, 
he was glad to be able to report good progress. 
There were only two subjects which requind 
attention. There were composition and gensral 
knowledge. He regretted that no step kad b en 
taken to provide s playground for the school, 
which was rquired very much indeed, bat he 
hoped that cither Mr. Irvine or himself woald 
sucoeed in getting a piece of ground ian the 
King’s Park. Thougu that was not eo near 
the school as they wonld like, it would make 
ap the lack in respect of playing groand, 
Referring to the question of payment of 
fees in stamps, he explained that, before the 
schools were started, it was laid down in the 
regulations that the fees wonld be oall cted in 
stamps. When certain irregularities in schools 
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with regard to the collection of stamps became 
spparent be forwarded a circular to the various 
heads of echools indiosting that these irrega- 
larilies must cease and that they should adhere 
to the regulations for the collection of fees in 
stamps. That rule bad not yet been printed ia 
the Government Gazette but he would 
ask the co-operation of all parents in carrying 
it ouf. The fees chargcd at Kowlooao 
School, though they taight not think s0, 
were very low, in fact they did not cover 
working expenses, It was necessary to keap down 
expenses ag far as possible. Shroffs and counting, 
office would be required, if the fees were 
collected in money, and by taking payment in 
stampa that expense, which it would not be fa'r 
{o put upon the rates, would be obviated. 
There might be some slight inconveniancs bat 
that would be mivimised when it was remot bered 
that most penple had to go there to gel stamps 
for their home letters, There was now an 
adequate supply of atamps in tha post offlce, which 
wasopen from 7.30 (ill 4.30. In conclusion 
he read his report which, as indicited, was of a 
favoursble charaoter.

RAMIE AT SHANGHAI AND 
HONGKONG. 


The first general meeling of tha Easterp 
Fib.e Co. Ltd (to comply with the Hoogkony 
Ordinauce) was held at Shanghai on February 
26th. Mr. BE. 8. Little (chairman) mad the 
following interesting statement :— 

In the first place, £ will call your atteution 
(o the fact that within three months after tho 
registration of the company actual work was 
in progress, which for a new concern is almost 
areoord. Very unfortuntely for the company 
Mr. McGregor Smith, senior, died in Hong- 
kong before any work in balk could he put 
through. He had planned to retarn from 
Hongkong in order to start the works and see 
the scheme through to a success. Wo were, 
therefore, deprived of bis experience ani thrown 
back upon our own r-gourc-s. When we came 
to actual operation, we found that it was 
necessary fo modify many of the mechanical 
appliances, and a considerably amount of 
time has been occupied in masking experi- 
ments as to the best method of handiing 
the fibre in bulk. Many of tho diffical. 
ties have been surmounted, while others are io 
afair way of being s lved. As regards the 
percentage of loss and cost of treatment, the 
works manager is of an opinion that, after the 
factory has run under ordinary working con- 
ditions at least six months, treiting various 
qualities of grass from differont districls, the 
above points will ba settled with definite 
precision and the oxac‘ rate ascertained. From 
the fibre already treated the indications point 
favourably to results being as already stated in 
the propectus of the company. 

As regards raw material, there appears to he 
no doubt but that aufficient quantities will be 
furthooming at about the prices calculated. 

The question of export duty is occupying the 
attention of your Directors and is being taken 
up by tho proper authorities in Peking. Balk 
samples have been prepired and sent home. 
180 lb, have bean sold as a sample and for. 
warded to America, 134 1b. on the game terme 
to Germany, and about 1,3: U Ib, bave been sent 
to England. These samples will arrive about a 
month from this date. In due course reports 
on the same will be forthc ming. In the 
opinion of the works manager subsequent lots 
will bacfa better quality than the lots now gant 
forward, as thesa are the result of triaPtests 
only. The work has been greatly dalayed by a 
lack of the various mill supplies required in the 
process. It necessarily takes s:me time to 
arrange fur thesa, The directors have reosived 
communications from allover the world in re- 
ference to ramie, aud inquires for yarn quite be- 
yond possibility of the works in theie p essut 
shape t) fill. The following «xtract from a lutter 
dated London, January 27, 120%, is quo'ed for 
general information :—“ That a filasse is ‘ par. 
fectly degammed ' can only be ascertaina | after 
+pioning, weaving and dyeing, and keeping the 
cloth. On this subject L have some infermation 
and h ve bought it very dearly. What is 
wanted is yaro. If you will turo your filasse 
into yarn your market is certain, as the demand 
for ramic yarn is far in exoess of the possible 
supply of all the existing ramie spianiog mills. 
Having created a demand for ramie fabrics the 
cruci | question is, how to get the yarns to 
weave with, that is in any quantity, for orders 
running ioto handreds cf thousauds of yards 
and alsorbing hundreds f tons of yarn. Who 
is to spin filasse? How many ramie combs are 
there in England? Ithink i cin tell you. I 
hare studied ramie very thoroughly and oan 
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weave almoet anything in ramie and have woven 
about 100,000 yards of dress goods, tapestries, 
muslins and canvas of immonase breaking straio, 
for which the orders are likely to be very large.” 

From information received from various quart- 
ers it would appear that there are many (imes 
more bayers of ramie yarn than ramie filasse. 
We are advised that there may be some 
little difloulty at the outset in esiablishing a 
market for our product in the form of Allasse, 
but that if the filasse were turned into yarn, 
it could readily be sold, as there is already a 
big market ani an exer incressiog demand 
for yarn. We aro very strongly urged to 
carry the fibro cn to the yaro stage. This 
would require a considerable increase of 
capital to lay down a spinoiog plant. The 
estimates of probible returns to be obtained 
from a ramie spinning plant are certainly 
very tempting. [he dive otors, however, are 
not prepared to advise this action at present, 
but prefer to wait for advices from home 
based upon the balk samples sent forward. 
Owing the fact that 


to there are no 
machines in the Far Bast that can trest 
ramis filagse, we are unable to test tha 
product as we go along, which is a great 
disadvantage. We cannot, therefore, tell 
whether the filasse already prepared is in 


a sat sfactory state for the machines, or 
whether the fibre requires to be treated to a 
more or less extent. Two local experts in 
cotton and silk fibres have eximined samples 
from the bulk which have been bleached and 
comb:d by hand and atate that the produot 
appears to be perfectly degummed and the 
strength of the fibre unimpaired. Samples 
examiued under a microscop3 bear out this 
opinion. We must patiently wait for reports 
fram home and mnst be guided in the future 
treatment of the flbre by the nature of those 
reports, The works are now running daily on 
a small scale and wil not ba increased to their 
full oufpat until we kuow definitely the re- 
quirements of the home markets. Sufficient 
raw material has b3en bought or contrac’ ed 
for to k-ep the osmpiny g ing on a small 
scale aatil the new orop comes up, by which 
tims we sball be prep.red to onter into 
definite contracta for the supply of filasse 
in large quantities. A oablegram has been 
reotived from London this morniog in reference 
to the bulk samples whioh were rent by Siberian 
mail, January 28, which reads as follows ;— 

: Experts report that the sample marked 
“Bis a very good simple aad well dagammed 
filasse, whose fibre is praotically uninjared, It 
is worth cif. London aboat 8d. to 101, per Ib. 
Full particulars follow by mail February 19.’ 
The sample marked “B” waa a bleached lot 
drawn from the bulk which is now en route to 
Europe.
